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. BILL BUCKLEY'S TRUTHS 

One of the most notorious men in 17th-century Ireland .was Richard Talbot, Earl of Tyr- 
connel. To a savage hatred of Protestants he added a complete untrustworthiness - so rauch 
so that, in his time, any particularly outrageous falsehood was called one of "Dick Tal- 
bot's truths "• 

Such "truths" are still with us, but now they are being purveyed by a descendant of 
one of Dick Talbot's countrymen. In the National Review of 27 July 1971, Buckley published 
what he claimed were additional "Pentagon Papers"'. This threw a new' element into the con- 
trovery that erupted when the suicidal willfulness of Daniel Ellsberg led him to reveal to 
the American people the steps by which our masters in Washington lied us into the war with 
Vietnam. 

On the cover of his magazine^ Buckley asserted that his discoveries were "Top Secret 
Memoranda 1962-1965". The contents were indeed sensational. A contingency plan for drop- 
ping a nuclear bomb off Haiphong harbor allegedly dated back to 1954. In 19&2, Secretary 
of Defense MeNamara' recommended not gradual escalation but a "sharp knock" policy. Dean 
Rusk was represented by a memo of 10 February I965 deciding not to ask Congress for a de- 
claration of war. Even attacks on Chinese territory came under consideration. 

This story broke in the daily papers on 20 July, The New York Post gulped them down 
hook, line, and sinker. The next morning, the New York Times proceeded much more cautious- 
ly. The story began with a denial by Daniel J. Boors tin that he had written one of the 
National Review "secret documents" attributed to him. The rest of the column is studded 
with such wordd as "purported "« "The general impression given by the documents," the Times 
concluded, "is one of the United States seeking to avoid any long-term involvement in 
Southeast Asia". 

Later that day, faced with uncomfortable contradictions between his "revelations" and 
the facts, Buckley confessed to his lies. But, he said, he did so to proves "that forged 
documents would be widely accepted as genuine provided their content was inherently plau- 
sible", (New York Times, 22 July 1971) He later expressed his belief in "the certitude 
that these papers are merely paraphrases of documents that actually do reside in government 
archives", (New York Post, 27 July 1971} He also claimed that the whole thing had been 
intended as a hoax from the Very Beginning, 

So just what was going on here? Did he intend to destroy the credibility of Ellsberg' s 
revelations by making up some confessedly fraudulent ones of his own? This could have 
fixed in the public mind the questions "Pentagon Papers? You mean Buckley* s admitted fakes, 
or Ellsberg* s. as yet undiscovered ones?" Or, as he said, was he trying to show that our 
failure in Vietnam "was a failure of will", and guessing at the contents of as yet secret 
documents proving this point? 

This latter approach is a venerable device of the political forger* He announces cer- 
tain things to be true about the plans of his allies or enemies. Finding no evidence for 
these things in the actual statements of these people, he forges documents and quotations 
to support his contention. The next issue of GRAUSTARK will contain a review of a book 
about the notorious "Zinoviev Letter" forgery of 1924. Readers will also recall the spur- 
ious "law and order" quote attributed to Adolf Hitler, or Khrushchov* s alleged "We will 
bury^you". Buckley believes certain things about the American invasion of Vietnam} be- 
lieving them, he must necessarily assume that documents supporting his position exist deep 
within government archives 0 Since they rrust exist, they do exist,, .and so he prints themi 

Of course, Buckley left out one possibility. There is a likelihood that the Pentagon 
Papers were not stolen and leaked, but were deliberately turned loose by the Department of 
Defense in order to impress upon the American people their utter helplessness in the face 
of our masters* determination to begin, escalate, and continue against the majority* s wish- 
es the American invasion of Vietnam,, To reveal in full detail just how the government 
whipped up war hysteria, "following > the obvious inability of anyone to stop the war, is 
going to have a chilling influence on the morale of the peace movement. Who is going to 
doubt that another set of "Pentagon Papers" is piling up now, dealing with the government's 
intent to get the United States tied up in two or three more of these wretched "brushfire" 
wars?' And what the hell can we do about it, anyhow? Sweet F. A., that's what. 

But as for Buckley, Time had the last word with him by calling his stunt "little more 
than an elaborate schoolboy prank". And why not? William F. Buckley is little more than

4) The use of the "Palestinian Refugees" by the Arab states as a 
propaganda vehicle is hardly questioned by those who have had an oppor- 
tunity to study the situation? witness the exaggerated numbers, the re- 
fusal to find land for them within the whole «f Arabia (while at the 
same time Israel has taken in many times their number from the Arab 
lands, etc; , 
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L.Tho Arabs could at least havo resettled some of these refugees in 
the former Jewish quarters of such Arab cities as Baghdad and Algiers.

; Surely it is not self-contradictory to maintain a pro-Israel -and an 
anti-Vietnam position as you apparently believe. 

|_ But the identity of the pattern is so obvious. The same things are 
now- being said about Israel that wore being said a decade .ago to bring 
about an American "commitment" to Saigon. The country wo are being 
asked to support. with our money and guns (the "advisers" come later) is 
a Bastion 6f Democracy, the Victim of Aggression, Fighting a Defensive 
War, and Menaced by the Sinister Monolithic International Communist Con- 
spiracy. Fool mo once, shame on youi fool me twice, shame on. me. 

LNot, of course, that those considerations make any practical dif- 
ference. That .election-proof war gang in Washington will decide to • in- 
tervene on the side of the Jews, or of the Arabs, or of some Arabs 
against others, cr of nobody, in accordance with their own sovereign will 
and with no regard whatsoever for either the welfare or the wishes of -the 
American people. Contrary-minded are referred to Kent, Ohio for four 
good reasons why they should not protest this state of affairs, and to"

. Re your criticism of Lorona & Ardery (GRAUSTARK #241 )» I find it 
hard to believe that you've actually read these people if you could state 
that i "Robert Ardery (sic) and Konrad Lorenz (believe) that war and ter- 
ritorial aggression and defense arc natural to most animal species, thus 
by inference to man, and thus making peace contrary to our basic biologi- 
cal instincts," Your following parenthetical remark about Lorenz' s ser- 
vice in the Wohrmacht was unworthy of you, 

[_I must have mis-spelled Ardroy's name out of an understandable as- 
sociation of ideas with "artery".. As for. Lorenz, he was an officer in 
the Wehrmacht, Ho admits as much in his book King Solomon's Ring .] 

The first chapter of Ardroy's latest book, The Social Contract , 
makes the best argument I've yet heard AGAINST our involvement in Viet- 
nam, and all other such foreign adventures. And Lorenz, in his last 
throe chapters in On Aggression makes a thoroughly impassioned plea for 
the necessity of controlling aggressive impulses. Hence s "It is- undeni- 
able that there is no situation in which all those virtues ( ( self -sacri- 



xice, mutual aid, bonds of friendship)) shine so brilliantly as they do 
in war, a fact which is dangerously liable to convince quite excellent 
but naive people that war* after all, cannot be the, absolut el y abhorrent 
thing it reall.v is ; " ((italics mine)). And "The only being capable of 
dedicating himself to the very highest moral and ethical values requires 
for this purpose a phylogenetically adapted mechanism of behavior whose 
animal properties bring .with them the danger that he will kill his broth- 
er, convinced that he ds doing so in the interests of these very same val- 
ues. " And finally "There is reasonable hope that our moral responsibili- 
ty may gain control" over the primeval drive, but our only hope of its ever 
doing so rests on the humble recognition of the. fact that militant enthu- 
siasm is an instinctive response with a phylogenetically determined re- 
leasing mechanism ' and that the only point at which intelligent and rea- 
sonable supervision can get control is in the conditioning of the re- 
sponse to an .object which proves to be a genuine value under the scrutiny 
of the categorial question. " This is hardly the talk of an opponent of 
peace, as you ''made him out to be. Yes, aggression (not, war, mind you) is 
a natural instinct of man? but equally derived through the natural selec- 
tion process is a moral responsibility, unique to man and the tool by 
.which aggression may bo channeled tc our betterment. War is. clearly an 
evil to Lorenz (and to Ardroy), and self -destructive. If ydu found dif- 
ferently, I can only suggest you re-read these authors; ' 

[All Lorenz does here is make out a good case against "the very high- 
est moral and ethical values", comparable to Falstaff *s famous soliloquy 
on "honor". Who, after all, was responsible for more murder and thefts 
Falstaff, a liar, con man,. and highway robber, or Henry IV, who stole Eng- 
land and Henry V who stole France and accomplished the deaths of thou- 
sands? The kings w«.ro acting on "the very highest moral and ethical val- 
ues" - things openly neglected by the far less harmless ■■Falstaff s of this 
world. Or, as Aristide Briand observed before the League of Nations in 
19'~8> "Peace comes before alii -. Peace comes even before justice," ..True, 
but we'll get it when the shrimp whistles.] 

On Israel! Of eourse this nation considers its j. needs 'to bo "the ter- 
ritory and resources that enable it to make war". [This, in response to 
a comment from the editor In a letter.] How could .it be otherwise? If, 
you accept the promise that they have been threatened in the past,' almost 
continuously with total destruction, how can they help but adopt the at- 
titude of maximum self-defense? And, if so» doesn't it follow that the 
maximum capability for self-defense is in holding those territories which 
place it in the ideal position for that self-defense? And I should, think 
no one would deny that tho present lino (at the Suez, at the Jordan, and 
on top, rather than "beneath, the heights of Golan) is infinitely more de- 
fensible than their prior border. It finally follows that any Israeli 
interested in 'survival would ardently support holding onto* those territor- 
ies until a water-tight guarantee is f orthcoming, ,and even tho most ar- 
dent advocate of the position that an Arab detente has boon signalled 
could not call those signals watertight. I deny categorically that there 
has been such a clear change in attitude on the part of tho Arab states 
as yoU seem to believe j the guerrillas may be finding it somewhat more 
difficult to gain Arab governmental support [or ovon to stay alive] but 
their, very existence, which continues to bo defended by tho Arabs, poses a 
continuing throat to Israel, despite tho fact that their raids constitute 
an overt broach of international law, which clearly dei^lores as illegal 
attacks by irregulars from tho soil of one state onto- that of another, 
whatever the supposed righteousness of their cause, and holds the harbor- 
ing state clearly responsible for their activities, [Since no such thing 
as "international law" exists, it can : scarcely bo "broached".,] Further, I 
need not roach back further than I967 for Arab talk, from every surround- 
ing state without exception, to tho effect that a Jihad was in order, and 



that Israelis would bo pushed Into the soa# I can quote you specifics 
if you like. [From before or after Juno of that year?] The absence of 
this sort of talk In the past- year or two is hardly the reassuring thing 
you ma.ko it out to bo. 

[The next paragraph is in response to my mention of the' Greater Is- 
rael Movement, an Israeli group little-known here but of groat influence 
there* It demands the inc-lusion in Israel of every place in the Middle 
East tha.t the Bible or Talmud mentions as having had a predominantly Jew- 
ish population in the past three millenia. Specifically this takes in 
all of Trans jordan, Syria as far as the Euphrates* and a western boundary 
at "the River of Egypt" - which may be a wadi in northern Sinafi, but 
may also be the very Nile.] 

There are several Birchers In our Congress, several Fascists In Ger- 
man and Italian Parliaments, and several Imperialists in: the Japanese 
government. This Is hardly, in itself, an indictment -.of these sta.tcs, 
and the existence of a Greater Israel Movement is hardly an indictment of 
that state. The great majority of Israelis believe, with what I believe 
to be a justifiable sense of impending doom, that Israel must .keep itself 
in maximal defensive status, and must make as few concessions as possible 
to the Arabs until a permanent peace is established in the region. They 
also agree unanimously that it would be in everyone's interest to estab- 
lish that peace. I'm in favor of any, United States policy, short of com- 
mitment of US forces, which will help ©sta/blish this goal. The situation 
here is no more analogous to Vietnam than was World War II. I refuse to 
accept the fact that this alienated me. from what I know as the Peace 
Movement, but the latter will have to await a future letter for its elu- 
cidation, If you're interested. [Verily.] 

Please don't get the idea that I disagree with your positions on most 
matters. I simply believe that you, and others in the Peace Bfovement, 
have become so disgusted (understandably so) with our foreign policy of 
late, that you naturally look askance at any foreign involvement. I'm 
afraid that I can't go along with that attitude, since I'm afraid that 
those problems which you ignore don't tend to go away by themselves, I 
don't believe at all that -Vietnam* for example, should have been totally 
ignored, but that Ho .should have been given every possible support back 
in the late '^O's when ho appealed for it, I wouldn't call this anything 
but a realistic appraisal fo wha.t the people themselves wanted, a goal al- 
ways worthy of support [but never capable of attainment]. For the rest, 
I 'm with you all the way, 
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"Intelligence men, like cri-
